There were on board Mr Christian, of Tait 
& Co., a gentleman belonging to the Cus- 
tom house, and three Chinese passengers, 
The crew consisted of the Captain, 3d Mate, 
I Portuguese, 2 Secunnies and I Chinaman. 
After the vessel turned over I saw no one 
but the Captain. The Captain clung to the 
plank till Thursday when he.seemed to turn 
crazy-and threw himself up in the air and 
fell back into the sea and was drowned, his 
face and body were all black and he called 
out that he could stand it’ no longa. I 
clung till the next day (Friday) when I was 
picked'up by a Fishing boat. They kept 
me on board. for three days when they put 
me on shore. Some of the people of the 
place where we landed then brought me up 
to Foochow, we have been four days coming 
up. They have treated me very well on 
the road, and when I fainted from fever 
and .exhaustion ‘several tines they either 
carried me or paid some one elsé to do so. 
All my clotbes were washed off my body, 
and when I was picked up I was quite 
naked. The fishermen gave me: a pair of 
trousers and the villagers a jacket. . 

We-met some Chinese. soldiers on the 
way who insulted me, and plucked at my 
beard and pulled some of it out.

The. pirates 
spread themselves over the ship, and be- 
gan destroying and plundering.

_pan.. The Sinto. edifices are known by the 
arches which are frequently placed in num- 
bers across the paths leading to them, and 
consist of two upright posts of wood or 
stone surmounted by two cross pieces, ge-  ~ 
nerally plain and-unsculptured, about a yard. 
apart the .ends:of the top one. slightly . 
cutving upwards. Avery fine archway of. ° 
this kind sheathed -in copper and standing

ralist’s Library. Success had not attended 
the attempts to introduce this silkworm 
into England, from the failure of all 
efforts which had been made to transplant 
‘the oak upon, whose leaves it feeds: In 
e India the Cynthia Militta. is well known as 
the source of the Silk called Tussch Silk, 
which is woven into a fabric much worn by 
* Brahmin and other sects of Hindoos. The 
author then gives an account, received from 
a Chinese friend, as to the manner of 
Tearing these Silkworms and ruling and 
spinning the Silk. With respect to the 
Ailauthus Silkworm, the anthor states that 
the cocoons sent him failed to produce a 
single moth, be therefore sent the cocoons 
to the Society. The Silk manufactured 
from, the Ailanthus Silkworm’ is said to 
acquire a pungent pepperlike flavour which 
excepts it from theattacks of insects.. There 
are-two species of Ailanthus upon which 
the Silkworm is fed: Ths first is called 
Hiang-chun or fragrant Ailanthus, which 
grows pleutifully in the neighbourhood of 
Ningpo and Shanghae, and in spring time 
the terider budding leaves are much relished. 
‘by the. Chinese as a culinury vegetable 
under the ‘name of: Chun-¥u or Ailanthus 
spronts. 

The other apécies is called Cliou Chun or 
fetid Ailanthus : interesting description is 
given by the author of the mode of feeding 
and rearing the worms, and preparing the 
cocoons for being spun, and the methods 
employed in spitming the Silk. He mo-

THE MORTALITY AT HONGKONG. 
“(From the Times.) 


We were reminded yesterday, to our com- 
fort, that a connmittee js ‘sitting ou last 
year's ‘mortality at Hongkong. Colonel 
Sargent suggests for its consideration the 
“permanent use of “ait expedient which —has 
abways been fotiiid to prevent, or to stop, 
or to mitigate considerably, the ravages of 
what is called the Hongkong fever. He 
proposes floating barracks at the hexlthier 
stations in the Bay, and thinks that our 
obsolete men-of-war, of which we hare a 
great number, nicht be converted to this 
purpose. The European soldiera might be 
" kept afloat from Jnne to September, and it

would be easy, he thiuks, to exercise and 
amusethem, and that would also develope 
useful qualities. Certainly, the idea, is 
plausible. The ships are here, jn numbers 
and. bulk enough to make anybody groan at 
the sight of them, at. Plymouth, or Ports- 
mouth, or Sheerness; and under ordinary 
circumstances, a ship isa good house. No 
doubt it would have been a very happy 
thing if one or two of these floating castles 
had been lying off Hongkong last spring 
when the Lith Regiment arrived, and there 
jvas no preparation to bouse in. In the 
comparison betweeti -floating barracks and 
permanent barracks in more healthy spots, 
the question of money, indeed, comes in. 
Our useless men-of-war would have to be 
taken there ; they would have to be keptinu 
good repair, and perivdically-replaced.. At 
Hongkong we are told that the fever is not 
every year, but every three or four years ; 
that Europeans suffer more than Chinese or 
our Inelian troops; that certain localities 
are much moe malarious than others ; and 
that the ,habits of the natives and the 
nuisances arising eut of.a large and dense 
population greatly aggravate the evil. 

But unquestionably this ‘barren rock” is 
worse thau barren, and: has some special 
dragon of unhealthiness. There is soie- 
thing that developes its’ unusual virulence. 
beyond the ordinary seeds of disease.- Hong- 
kong is a mountain of friable granite, from 
many parts of which a nioisture, said to be 
itself deleterious, is. continually oozing. 

Victoria spreads for several miles along the 
foot of this mountain, and climbs up the’ 
sides where it is possible’; and its 100,000 
inhabitauts or more would not find room if 
they-did not sleep-as thick on the floors of 
their dwelling as ‘they cau lie. This is bad, 
but worse comes. The vity faces north-east, 
and the sun conseqnently disappears behind 
the mountain long before it reaches the 
horizon of the sea. This éréates a long in- 
terval, equivalent to the mild evenings and 
the twilight of our temperate zone, in which 
the glaring light and burning heat of the 
day are sufliciently subdued for out-door 
exercise, and it is the delight of the Europe- 
an residents. -But everybody who has at- 
tended totheatmospheric vicissitudes of days 
and of seasons will see at once the dangers 
of a local twilight from such causes. It is 
a‘phenomenon which the tourist may see 
as well as feel in Swiss valleys on a sum- 
mer’s day. As the sun’s rays leave the 
valley: the air thickens and curdles “80 
quickly that a sharp line divides the sunlit 
from the sunless portion of the atmosphere. 

English people, all over the world, brave 
the terrors of sunset as carelessly as they 
do the not always harmless chill of their 
own summer and autumn evenings. - In- 

deed, there is no point of sanitary practice 
in which our countrymen differ from the 

natixes of warmer climates. Unfortunately, 

this recklessness leads the natives to sup- 

pose that it is really a matter of indifference 
to tlem, and an Etalian, who would not 
for the world live out of the sun or occupy 
a room with a north aspect, thinks those 
just the quarters for a hardy English tour- 

ist, or student, or guest. To return to 
Hongkong. Imagine a large and crowded 
city, hemmed. in between a harbour and a 
steep mouutain, with sea vapours, land 
vapours, and town vapours steaming up all 
day, left in the shade for*an hour or two 
before sunset every evening. Itis the very 
arrangement for malaria on the largest pos- 
sible scale. The rich merchants, and all 
who can_afford it, drive round the mountain 
and spend the evening and the night on 
the sunny side, We presume that. our 
soldiers cannot do this, and that it would 
not be possible ta perch them up over ‘the 
town, though eyen that would not take 
them out of the deadly shadow. But what- 
ever the dilemma, the difficulties, and the 
cost, we cannot afford to lose a regiment 
there once in three years. It appears from 
Colonel Sargent’s letter that even the best 
barracks that can be built are not safe 
under the cirermstances. So there is realiy 
much to be said for his suggestion of float- 
ing barracks, and we hope it will be well 
considered.

THE BOMBARDMENT OF 
VALPARISU.

THE. U. S. NAVAL SQUADRON. 
(From the North-Chitia. Daily News.) 


The arrival of the.U. S. 8. Hartford 
completes the American ‘naval squadron in 
these waters, That squadron is now com- 
posed of ‘the Hurtford, 1st, class: curvette, 
Flag-ship, the Wyoming, Wachusetts and 
Shenindouh sloops of war,.and the Supply: 
store ship... The following particulars of 
the careér vf the Hartford, which’ is: noted 
as the Flagship of Admifal Farragut during 
the late rebellion in thq?United States will 
be. interdsting. 2 

Her first cagegementt in the. most cele- 
brated naval battle cf fhe war, took place 
on the 24th and 25th April 1862; and 
resulted in the. capture'of the great stroug- 
hold vf the rebelliou, New Orleans-—open- 
ing the Mississippi from nearly one end to 
the. otlfer. This was only accomplished 
through the great perseverance of the Trou 
Admiral, and the iight on.this occasion was 
conducted with Farragut’s usual dash, ‘he 
afterwards capturing Forts St. Phillip, 


Jackson, Pike, and destroying the entire 


tebel deet, including ‘‘iron clads,” ** tire 
rafts,”| torpedoes, &c, “Lhe present Rear 
Admiral (i. H- Bell) of the Haste India 
squadron, (now on voard the Hartford) 
rendered great assistance a: flest captain to 
Admiral Farragut. ‘ After the above. men- 
tioned|successes, the Hartford, proceeded up 


-juimping over the moon.

It-is a trite enough observation that the 
Chinese reverse all Europea bits; but 
as yet we do not think that any bo 
expatiated upon the number of éustoms 
which Kuropeans themselves,-invert or at 
least alter, when they come: to"these. parts. 
Perhaps one. of the strangest inversions of 
home rules is to be found inthe system of 
maRing calls which is adopted in Shanghai. 
At home a certain amount ‘of acquaintance 
with her husband is usually considered as a, 
suitable. prelude to calling upon a lady. 
But in Shanghai there has-been for a long 
time, a kind of right by custom for every- 
body to call upon -everybody else, and.by 
simply being a resident in Shanghai a man 
had, in legal phraseology, a profit a prende | 
in the house of any other inhabitant, of the 
place who happened to possess a better 
half. We must. however lay a protest 
against this custom; because to be good in 
law, it ought to be universal,- and:it ought 
also to be reasonable. Now-the custom of 
calling upon people whom you do-not know 
is certainly not universal and we also sub- 
mit is decidedly not reasonable.. It is an 
awkward and unpleasant. proceeding to send 
in your.card to.a lady who has never heard 
of you in her life, and who is forced to tell 
you how delighted she is to see you, when’ 
all the time you are not quite sure that you 
are not wanted, Then too, according to the 
system.in. Shanghai, if you. call upon-one 
lady because you happen to know her hus- 
band, you are expected to. call upon fifty 
others whose. husbands ycu:don’t know. 
But the most serious objection to the sys- 
tem is that it entails very onerous duties 
upon the lady herself.: To have to receive 
visits from every body who chooses to take 
it into his head te come, is ‘a task which the 
most kindly disposed. ought not to. haye 
laid upon her. “There are some men of the 
highest respectability very good, very aimi- 
able, very worthy, but unfortunately bores. 
It is not their fault. ‘They have no parti- 
cular desire-to be in the way; but still the 
fact remains that they are so—and these 
people are always callers. We have heard 
of a young man who actually prolonged 4 
morning call to two hours, notwithstand- 
ing the most unmistakeable hints that how- 
ever pleasantly he might be passing his 
time, time still was fleeting; and that.the 
ideas of duration entertained by the visitor 
and the. visitee were very different. But 
we havea still further objection to the sil- 
ly system of. calling adopted in ‘Shanghai. 
That is, itnot only inflicts a married man 
with the people he does not want in his 
house ; but: often’ prevents his associating 
with those he. wishes to see. - Theré are 
many’ who, though by-no means averse to 
society, cannot very naturally bring them- 
selves to calling without being asked. The 
consequence is, if a man“goes home, gets 
married and returns, his friend.who is of a 
bashful disposition, does not call; and 
there is emnity for life. The plan was all 


very well’ possibly, in ald days when there | 


were-very few people in the place ; but we 
submit. the time has now come: whéir it 
ought-to be abandoned for something mére 
in accordance with the general customs of 
civilized Society: The system ‘at present 
in fashion would seem peculiarly designed 
to encourage,. 28 callers, just the particular 
class of people nobody is very anxious to see, 
while it naturally: keeps at homeall those 
menwho have not the self complacency to in- 
flict calls upon people with whom they have 
not the slightest. acquaintance. A, man-of 
any education or-refinement just arrived in 
Shanghai, would as. soon think of calling 
upon: all. the ladies in the settlement.as:of 
The -idea is so 
entirely contrary to/all:home habits that it 
would never enter his head. “But besides,
